Just to make life more interesting, why not use two different 
kinds of stuffing for your holiday turkey? Use one for the chest 


cavity; another, more exotic one, for the neck cavity. 


If your family goes in for stuffing, eating lots of it, bake extra 
amounts in greased individual molds. That’s much better than 
trying to cram too much into the turkey, because turkeys should 


be loosely stuffed. 


Some stuffings are simple anil straightforward; others are 
fairly complex. Here are three recipes using enriched, yeast-raised 
bread as a base—each more than enough to fill the neck cavity of a 
15-pound turkey, with enough left over for the casserole dish. 


Toasted Almond Stuffing 
Eight cups soft bread crumbs, % “cup melted butter or marg- 
arine, 2 cups chopped toasted almonds, 1% cups green celery tops, 
1 teaspoon poultry seasoning, 2 eggs, 2% teaspoons salt, % tea- 
spoon pepper, % cup grated onion. 
Combine all ingredients thoroughly and use to stuff cavities 


of turkey. 


Sausage Stuffing 
Eight cups stale bread cubes, % cup melted butter or marg- 
atine, 1 cup finely chopped onions, 1% cups chopped celery stalka 
and leaves, % pound bulk sausage, 1 teaspoon poultry seasoning, 3 
tablespoons minced parsley, 2 teaspoons salt, % teaspoon pepper, 
1 egg, 1 cu chicken stock or milk. 
Cook sausage. Combine with remaining ingredients and use 


to stuff turkey cavities. 


We used to have oyster stuffing every Christmas when I 
was a smal) girl, and this one reminds me of the way my grand- 


mother’s used to taste. 


Oyster Stuffing : 
(Yield: about 10 cups; enough for a 12-pound turkey)

Before a product is en 
dorsed for registration, various 
scientific sections of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture or the gov- 
ernment are consulted. The 
Science Services test the ma- 
terials to see if they live up to 
manufacturers’ claims; guidance 
of animal pathologists is sought 
with respect to pesticides in- 
tended for animal purposes; 
discussions are held with the 
Department of Health and Wel- 
fare and the National Pesticide 
Committee regarding safety 
from the human health factor

Assessing the human = and 
animal health hazard, according 
to Mr. Barry, is more difficult 
than determining effectiveness. 
Animals or humans that take in 
DDT, apparently, store some of 
the material in the original or 
less toxic form in their tissues, 
But it has been well established 
that even’abnormal exposure to 
DDT results in tissue deposits 
which are only a very small 
fraction of the amounts neces 
sary to produce any il! effects 
on health.

Acid 

One of the miracles of mod- 
ern chemistry is the usefulness 
of sulphuric acid. In some way 
or another, it has had a hand 
in producing almost . every 
single thing we use every single 
day: Did you know that each 
person in Canada uses about a 
a hundred pounds of sulphuric 
acid in a year?

And we'd be a 
pretty drab-looking lot without 
chemical dyes, ich again are 
dependent on this acid for their 
manufacture. It is important in 
paper making, in’ manufactur- 
ing colors for paints, in refining 
glues, in tanning leather and 
making the alum used to clarify 
drinking water. é 

But by far the greatest work 
of this powerful acid is in pro- 
ducing the food we eat. Hardly 
a food product is grown today 
without the help of fertilizers 
and the fertilizer industry is by 
far the largest user of sulphurle 
acid. More than half the sul- 
phurie made in Canada today 
goes into the manufacture of 
food for the crops of this coun- 
try and of many foreign lands.

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His Downfall 


Shocked The World 


A few weeks ago a ceremony 

in Chelsea, Lon- 

that recalls « famous au- 

whose dazzling career was 

t to an untimely end in 

‘a scandal that shocked 
whole country. 

- On the wall of No. 34, Tite 

Street will be unveiled one of 

those blue porcelain plaques 

that the London County Coun- 

ail fixes to the hoyses in which 

great men once lived, The name 

on the plaque will be Oscar 

Wilde's. 

A disgraced and ruined man 
at the age of forty-six, Wilde 
died in a third-rate hotel in 
Paris in 1900. Since then. no 
less than a hundred books have 
been written about him. Which 
raises the question: has he re- 
mained the centre of such in- 
terest for more than half a 
eentury, because his plays dre 

ormed everywhere and his 
ks sell in their thousands? 

Thig can “scarcely be so, for 
Wilde's literary output was com-~- 
paratively small. In fact, it is 
probably true to’say that now- 
adays his literary reputation 
rests on nothing more substan- 
tial than a single play end a 
poem. : 

His play, “The Importance of 
Being Earnest,” is certainly a 
masterpiece, and has ee film- 
ed. His poem, “The Ballad of 
Reading Goal,” is. still frequent- 
ly quoted. Other works he 
wrote, however -—- among them 
a once celebrated essay entitled 
“The Soul of Man Under Social- 
fem” -—- are for the most part 
forgotten 


To what, then, can we attri- 


bute Wilde's increasing fame? 
How is it that his name is 
known to millions of people 
who have never read a book he 


I N 


wrote, or seen one of his plays 
acted? 


himself once confided to a 
friend: 

“Shall I tell you the great 
secret of my life?” he said, 
amoking one of the perfumed, 
gold-tipped cigarettes he never 


likd to be without. “It is that ) 


I put my genius into my life, 
but only my talent into my 
work. Writing bores me so!” 

Wored, or otherwise, he was 
forced to write in order to live. 
But there can be no doubt that 
life, as he chose to live it — 
extravagantly, and with unbe- 
lievable recklessness — turned 
out to’ be far more dramatic 
than any plot he ever invented. 

Born a hundred years ago last 
month, Oscar Wilde achieved 
considerable notoriety shortly 
after leaving Oxford University 
where a great future had been 
predicted for him. As the leader 
of a poetic cult in London, he 
was frequently caricatured in 
the pages of “Punch” wearing 
long hair and satin knee- 
breeches, 

But this.poetic phase did not 
last. In a remarkably short time 
Wilde had become the idol of 
stnart society. ; 

This position: he achieved 
through his charm and his ex- 
ceptional wit. As an entertaining 
conversationalist he was con- 
sidered second to none, and on 
more than one occasion Edward 
VII (then Prince of Wales) en- 
joved his scintillating company. 

Examples of his witty remarks 
he was always throwing. off in 
the course of conversation are 
the following 

“Work is the curse of the 
drinking classes.” * 

"Genius is born, not paid,” 

“Her capacity for family af- 
fection is extraordinary. When 
her third husband died, her hair 
turned quite gold from grief.”

“T can resist everything — 
except temptation.” 

How strangely prophetic was 
that last utterance of the ugly 
shape of things to come. For if 
Wilde had not been tempted to 
bring an action for criminal 
libel against the Marquis of 
Queensberry (the creator, inci- 
dentally, of the famous boxing 
rules), his life might not have 
ended as disastrously as it did. 
What happened was this: 
Wilde’s morals had been fre- 
quently criticized, the climax 
coming when Queensberry open- 
ly accused him of indulging in 
unnatural practices. 

Recklessly — since his private 
life at this time did not beer 
investigation — Wilde took the 
marquis to court. And he lost 
his case. Not only that, but he 
was himself put in the dock and 
charged with a number of seri- 
ous offences, 


After two lengthy trials (at 


‘the first the jury disagreed), 


Wilde was found guilty and 
sentenced to two years’ hard 
labour. 


The wit he indulged in when 
under cross-examination by the 
prosecuting counsel (an_ Irish 
barrister who was later to be- 
come Lord Carson) availed Him 
nothing. His brilliant career 
ended with the suddenness of a 
light switched off. 


Wilde made plain in a pathe- 
tic letter he wrote in Reading 
Prison just how! completely 
changed his life was: 

“Cyn November 13th, 1895, I 
was brought down here from 
London. From two o'clock till 
half-past two on that day I had 


to stand on the centre platform 
‘ of Clapham Junction in convict 


dress, jand handcuffed, for the 
world to look at When 
people saw me they laughed. 
That was, of course, before they 
know who I was. As soon as 
informed, they 
laughed still more.” 

There could be no. greater 
contrast than that between the 
gay farce “The Importance of 
Being Earnest,” which was pro- 
duced three months before he 
was sent to prison, and the 
sombre “Ballad of Reading 
Goal,” written after his release, 

Particularly interesting are 
the circumstances surrounding 
the latter composition. Exercis- 
ing in the prison yard one 
morning, Wilde noticed in front 
of him a new youfig prisoner. 
This was Charles Thomas Wool- 
dridge, a trooper in the Roval 
Horse Guards 

He was to be hanged for the 
murder of his flighty wife, who 
had heen passing herself off as 
a single woman. Stung by jeal- 
ousy when he met her on the 
road: between Windsor and the 


village of Clewer, the bhushand 
had cut her throat 

Deeply ‘moved by the pitiful 
story, Wilde wrote his great 
ballad, which has tong since 
become world-famou ;

The native, it is said, eyed him 
sharply, sensed treachery in his 
eyes, d then flashed away 
with a black mamba’s speed, 
dodging and twisting as revol- 
ver bullets whistled after him. 
He was not hit, nor was his 
prize ever recovered. 


The big-shots in the diamond 
smuggling world rarely toil 
themselves in the alluvial 
fields. Labourers in the fabul- 
ous Kiniberlite, the so-called 
blue diamondiferous soil, are 
simply their pawns, wretchedly 
underpaid, even for clever 
tricks, in contrast with their 


bicycle as pay-off for a packet 
of diamonds he'd stolen from 
his employers. The agent who 
paid him cleared about $400 
on the deal. When the packet 
finally reached New York, the 
“firm” handling it disposed of

Nowadays, at all important 
diamond mines, smuggling risks 
are ingeniously reduced, The 
police use X-rays to screen boys 
coming in and out of the wired- 
in, heavily guarded compounds.

Liquor Sellers 
Paid Damages 


Something new in the way of 
liabality of a liquor seller for 
what happens to his patrons af- 
terward’ has been established in 
Conneticut, 

A year ago a young girl was 
killed in an automobile” colli- 
sion with a machine whose driv- 
er had been drinking. Her fa- 
ther sued two establishments 
which had sold liquor to the 
driver, charging them with con- 
tributory negligence. They have 
just settled’ the case by the pay- 
ment of $22,000. 

This establishes responsibili- 
ty in a way that is unusually 
rare. Mostly there is a disclaim- 
er of any liability for what 
happens to a patron after he 
has spent the money. 

If this. precedent from Conne- 
ticut is extended, it is likely to 
make every tap-room owner \far 
more cautious about how much 
liquor he selis to a patron. 

As a measure of law enforce- 
ment, this settlement of a dam- 
age case may be far more effec- 
tive than the penalties exacted 
in our state by the Liquor Con- 
trol Board, which in many cases 
amount only to very slight slaps 
on the wrist. Philadelphia 
Bulletin.

Back in Brazzaville, the hun- 
ter learned that the hermit had 
once moved in the highest Par- 
isian circles. A scandal ‘had 
been hushed up; the young 
nobleman went to Frefich 
Equatorial Africa with an al- 
lowance which he spent on 
champagne. When the remit- 
tances stopped, he drifted up 
the river without aim or desire 
to work and lived in the hut a 
life of hardship and incredible 
loneliness. 

Approaching Monrovia, capi- 
tal of the Black Republic of 
Liberia, aboard the Asie, Green 
heard the captain shout ang- 
rily from the bridge and point 
to the bare foremast. A sea- 
man raced down the ladder, 
and soon a flag with one star 
and eleven red and white 
stripes jerked up to the mast- 
head, 

“Just in time,’ remarked the 
purser. “Here they make their 
money by- fining the foreigner. 
It would have been an insult 
to the Republic if we had en- 
tered the harbour without fly- 
ing the Lone Star flag—and it 


would have cost us a hundred _ 


dollars. . . 

“When you go on shore,” he 
added, “be very careful not to 
bump into anyone in the 
street, That amounts t as- 
sault—fifty dollars. And don’t 
take off your jacket anywhere 
if you feel hot. They call it 
‘ack of respect’—only ten doll- 
ars for that. If you hit anyone 
we'll never see you again.” 

Elections are a farce, the vote 
being restricted to owners of 
property worth $2,500— that is 
almost entirely to the Americo- 
Liberians—the ruling aristoc- 
racy, descendants of the freed 
slaves who settled in Monrovia 
early last century. Voting pap- 
ers are marked in advance for 
government supporters; each 
man votes many times, stimu- 
lated by free roast pork and

to get the government out, and 
the True Whig Party has ruled 
for more than half a century. 


You will not find many for- 
eigners with a good word for 
the life there. “It is wretched 
for white people,” said an 
American rubber man. “I ord- 
ered an Tmerico-Liberian out of 


my house, and he made things~ 


so awkward for me that the 
company flew me out as soon 
as possible.” 


Whites are constantly threat~- 


ened with actions.for defama- 
tion. The wife of a U.S. rubber 
plantation manager scolded 
some Liberian children for 
throwing stones. One child 
yelled “Hit me! I want some 
of those dollars too!” You can 
fire your cook, but are warned 
not to.say more than “not satis- 
fied.” If you tell him: he can’t 
cook, that's defamation and he 
will get his dollars.

Would 
she—or any. of us—choose that 
life today when enclosed cars, 
electric lights, and evenly 
warmed homes are all around 
us P 

Perhaps she would, we would, 
if such sacrifice of creature com- 
forts would bring. back some of 
the virtues of yesteryear--some 
of the courtesy, the repose, the 
neighborliness, the family soll 
darity that now seems Byne or 
faded ” 

But would it? Are our troubles 
due to our iInerease in gadgets— 
from electric Masters to atomic 
réactors.or to our lack of pro- 
portions increase in. Wisdom 
and love: And would we bring 
back, along with its virtues, 
some of the narrowness, the un 
conscious erueélty, the social tne 
justices of tae past? 

Spring wagons and coal oil 
lamps will not Save modern men 
from themselves, Nor need jet 
planes and television break 
down. civilized society. The way 
onward and upward lies, as of 
old, in hearing and grasping, 
and doing the word of God.. The 
guide to that--the Buible—is 
available today as never before

Killed Because He 
Wouldn’t Tell Lie 


nenaeibon enna 


An English immigrant boy 
who lost his life rather than tell 
a lie has just been honoured by 
having a monument erected to 


his memory in Montello, Wis-- 


consin., The story goes back over 
100 years, and has become al- 
most a legend in the Middle 
West. } 

The monument was dedicated 
at the grave of Emmanuel Dan- 
nan, whose short life of eight 
years was filled with more than 
his fair share of misfortune. 

Emmanuel came to the United 
States in 1874 with his parents. 
They settled in Milwaukee, Wis- 
consin. Two years later his 


mother died. Within another 


year his father followed her to 
the grave. Emmanuel, then five, 
was placed in a poor house. 

Finally he was adopted by 
Samuel Norton and his wife, a 
disreputable pair who farmed 
near Montello. But soon after, 
Emmanuel was dead, Norton and 
his wife were arrested on a 
charge of having killed the boy, 
and were sentenced to seven 
years’ imprisonment. 

The chief witness in the ease 
was another adopted ghild, a 
girl, who said Emmanuel was 
thrashed because he would not 
lie, This child had been intimi- 
dated by the Nortons, and would 
not reveal anything more, but 
the story in Montello is that 
Norton robbed and killed a trav- 
eller, and that Emmanuel wit- 
nessed the murder 

Norton warned the boy that, 
if questioned, he was to say 
that no stranger had called at 
the farm. Emmanuel steadfastly 
refused to he 

Neighbours testified that while 
he was being thrashed, Emman- 
uel kept saying: “Pa, I will not 
tell a lie.” After two hours he 
said: “I’m so cold.” Then he died

The woman who possesses beautiful hands doesn’t come by 
them accidentally. She consistently gives her hands care and at- 
tention, keeps them out of very hot water, wears rubber gloves 
for household tasks and is faithful about creams or lotions. 


Any housewife must dip her hands into water frequently 
during the day. She should keep her favourite hand. cream or 
lotion handy on a kitchen shelf so that she can apply it when she 
takes her hands out of watem”But she should also be consistent 
in her wearing of rubber gloves. 


For women who haven't tried rubber gloves, there are water- 
tight neoprene gloves on the market that are lined with an inter- 
locking knitted fabric to absorb perspiration. They have a special 
nonslip grip and can be tossed in with the family wash when 
they're ready for cleaning 


The reasons for wearing household gloves are sound ones: 
To protect your hands from long soaking in water, to prevent

Fantastic stories of condi- 
tions in the uppér atmosphere 
ate coming back from these 
space pioneers, and thought 
patterns need to be revised so 
often, on the basis of new data. 

Take the case of the so-called 
sound barrier, which is that 


point in flight when a plane ap- \ 


proaches the speed of sound— 
750 miles an hour, at sea level. 
First attempts to break through 
the sound barrier in 1947 met 
with considerable buffeting for 
the. plane. 

Some years before 1947 a 
British natural scientist started 
what is now called the “legend 
of the sonic barrier.” He said 
that when an airplane ap- 
proached the speed of sound 
(Mach 1) it would-shake to 
pieces from the effect of shock 
waves. i 

But the barrier is being pierc- 
ed every day now by United 
States Air Force interceptors. 


One pilot describes the punc- 
turing of that supposedly im- 
penetrable wall thus: “It's like 
a tiger going through a paper 
hoop.” 

Even the concept that buffet- 
ing is necessary is changing. We 
noticed a brief note in a recent 
issue of Aviation Week maga- 
zine which said: “English Elec- 
tric P-1 (a turbo jet fighter air- 
craft) has exceeded the speed 
of sound and gone well beyond 


Mach 1 with ‘complete absence 
of buffeting,’ reports British 
Minister of Supply Duncan 
Sandys.” 


We htought we'd find out 
whether Supply Minister Sandys 
could, within the bounds of sec- 
urity regulations, tell us why 
there was no buffeting. Our an- 
swer from the Ministry of Sup- 
ply was about as brief as the 
magazine item. It read: 

“Thank you for your letter 
about the English Electric P-1 
exceeding the speed of sound. 
I am sorry to say that it is not 
possible to give any further de- 
tails.” 


But apparently it happened— 
with no buffeting! 
As for the heat barrier (the 
high temperatures generated by 
friction of the atmosphere on 
the metal and plastic skin of the 
plane, that’s another matter, 
but not one that is looked upon 

as impossible of solution. 


Many aircraft engineers 
while not overlooking the fact 
that frictive heat is regarded as 
a problem, dislike the item 
heat barrier,” Sqme deny there 
is such gm thing. 

One Boeing engineer says: 

“The barrier to speed is not 
heat. Atmospheric speed is lim- 
ited by the power plant, We've 
always been able to use the 
most powerful engines designed. 
There’s no reason now to think 
we won't be able to continue to 
do so. We've been designing 
for higher and higher altitudes. 
There's no reason to believe we 
won't keep right on going up.” 

Some of the problems met in 
the heat zone are: 


At 35,000 altitude, gasoline 
Boils at speed Mach 1.4, Plexi- 
glass melts at Mach 1.7, kero- 
sene boils at/Mach 2, solder 
melts at Mach 2.4, and glass 
softens at Mach. 3.6. 


There is still a need, Boeing 
experts point out, for a lubri- 
cant that won't deteriorate at 
high temperatures ard tires that 
won't blow up at high tempera- 
tures and low external press- 


. ures, 


Someday, progress in aerody- 
namics may be so far advanced 
that we may wonder how people 
ever got so concerned about 
what the heat barrier could do.

He is absolutely sincere in 
saying this. George Vowels real- 
ly believes that his occupation is 
one which satisfies both mental- 
ly and physically. Talk about 
the drift from the land and he 
has a ready answer. “There's no 
real drift as you call it,” he re- 
torts contemptuously. “Those 
who look for soft jobs in the 
towns are the type the coun- 
try can do without. They have 
no sénse of responsibility, ne 
interest in anything but their 
own pleasures.”
